EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claim 1 1 is allowable because the prior art of record does not 
disclose or reasonably suggest changing an excitation vector waveform candidate of a 
channel in association with a number representing the excitation waveform vector 
candidate of another channel, where a function value is calculated using the number of 
the changed excitation waveform candidate. Applicant's Specification, Embodiments 1 
and 2, discloses that the indexes of the channels 1 through 3 are changed according to 
the index of another channel by the result of Equation (5). See Page 1 1 , Line 1 5 to 
Page 13, Line 5. Thus, a first element of each pair of Groups 1 to 3 is selected if the 
remainder is zero in Equation (5), and a second element of each pair of Groups 1 to 3 is 
selected if the remainder is one in Equation (5), where 10 is a number representing the 
excitation vector waveform of another channel than the excitation vector waveform 
candidate j1. The Specification, Page 8, Line 23 to Page 10, Line 13, discloses 
excitation waveform distortion minimization. Applicant's Specification, Page 3, Lines 16 
to 22, discloses an advantage of enabling variations where there are no pulse positions 
having no pulse at all and achieving a reduction in the number of coding bits for 
stochastic codebooks.
